THE PRESENT SYSTEM OF PUBLISHING. 

A HIGHLY interesting and quite instructive 
study is the tracing of ordinary usages and 
customs to their original causes. In giving 


the subject careful thought, it often appears 
strange that the effects of such causes are stub- 


bornly adhered to long after the causes have | 


been battled with and overcome, and long after 
almost all concerned have recognized that the 
usage in question is out of date and almosta 
to the result for which it 


menace was first 


adopted. 

Consider in this connection the present system 
of publishing more than one-half of the books 
put upon the market for a year during three 
months of that year. The months of September, 
October, and November have been selected for 
the publishing of more books than appear in 
the other nine months of the year combined. 
It would seem that this system was inaugurated 
when methods of communication throughout 
this vast country were inadequate and inordi- 
nately dear, and also when centres of distribution 
were few, distinctive, and indispensable. It did 
not pay the jobber to travel more than once a 
year, and what he did not see when he came to 
look up stock for his waiting customers remained 
unsold upon the publishers’ hands until the job- 
ber’s business justified another trip and he had 
so little to do that he had time to consider it. 
The work of getting the publishers’ books fell 


| at one time. 


| almost entirely upon the consumer, and tt} 
retailer liked to do as much as possible in or 
expensive trip. 

But now all this is changed. The publish 
not only provides the merchandise but he er 
ploys the men that bring it to the doors of tt 
retailer; he even advertises the retailer’s sto¢ 


to the consumers of his locality. The old-tin 
jobber’s occupation is practically gone, but tt 
considerations methods required in tl 
days gone by are retained, although they hay 
really become almost a detriment to the r 
tailer who has taken his place.

PENNSYLVANIA'S ‘‘ BIRD BOOK,” 


FORMER State Printer Clarence M. Busch 
will invoke the machinery of the law to collect 
his bill of $57,662 from the State of Pennsyl- 
vania for printing the innocent-looking pam- 
phlet entitled ‘‘ Enemies and Diseases of Poul- 
try.’ This pamphlet was originally about a 
hundred pages in size and contained a few 
simple cuts. It was issued by the Agricultural 
Department, under a law permitting such 
printing, and took so well that the legislature 
ordered, by special resolution, 15,000 more 
copies, the resolution providing that the same 
should be printed with such other matter added 
as the editors thought proper. 

When the book was finished it was found to 
be over a thousand pages in size and filled with 
beautiful pictures of the birds of the State, 
views in the wooded regions of the State, and 
other costly plates that were not in the origi- 
nal. 

The enlarged condition of the book was 
brought to the attention of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral by Private Secretary Beitler, who de- 
nounced the new ‘‘bird book” asa ‘‘ grab.” 
Former Superintendent of Public Printing Rob- 
inson refused to audit or approve the bill and 
soon after went out of office. His successor, 
Thomas M. Jones, has been served with notice 
that an alternative mandamus has been granted 
to compel him to audit, certify, and approve 
the bill. The matter will come before the 
court on September 1, when the Attorney- 
General will defend. :

OBITUARY NOTES. 


JAMrs E. NEsMITH, brother-in-law and bi- 
ographer of the late Governor Greenhalge, 
died suddenly at Lowell, Mass., on the 26th 
inst. He was a graduate of Harvard, and, 
while fitted for the law, had done much liter- 
ary work and published several volumes of 
poems, entitled ‘‘ Monadnoc, and other sketches 
in verse,” and ‘‘ Philoctetes, and other poems 
and sonnets. 


PROFESSOR ALPHONSE PIERRE OCTAVE RI- 
VIER, of the University of Brussels, a well- 
known authority on questions of interna- 
tional law, died at Brussels on the 2Ist inst. 
He was born at Lausanne, Switzerland, No- 
vember 9, 1835, and studied law in the Lau- 
sanne University and at Berlin. From 1863 to 
1867 he served as professor in the University 
of Berne, and since 1868 in the University of 


Brussels. Among his better-known works 
are ‘‘Introduction Historique au Droit Ro- 
main” (1872), ‘‘ Traité Elementaire des Suc- 


cessions a Cause de Mort en Droit Romain” 


(1878), and ‘‘ Revue Littéraire et Historique des 
Systémes et Théories du Droit des Gens Depuis 
Grotius”’ (1885). He was also the editor-in- 
chief of the Revue de Droit International, and 
of the first six volumes of the ‘‘ Annuaire de 
l'Institut de Droit International.”

AccorpiNG tothe St. Paul Pioneer Press, Mrs

born about thirty-three years ago in Ireland, 
but all her education was gained in London 
schools. Her husband isa native of Lithuania, 
in Russian Poland, who, not approving of the 
methods of the Russian Government, located 
himself in England, where he met and married 
Miss Ethel Lillian Boole. He was never a 
Siberian exile, as has frequently been stated. 
Before her marriage Mrs. Voynich spent sev- 
eral years on the Continent, but since her 
marriage she has made her home in London. 
Of her first attempt in fiction, ‘‘ The Gadfly,” 
she says: ‘‘ Both the plot and the characters 
of the book are purely fictitious. The only 
piece of actual history in my novel is the 
account of the conveying of firearms for the 
Lombardo-Venetian rising from Southampton 
to Leghorn and across Tuscany to Brisighella 
and Faenza; and the only historical persons 
are the smugglers, Marcone and Domenicchino, 
whom I knew personally in their old age. One 
of them, a Romagnol peasant, has lately died 
at the age of eighty-seven in great poverty and 
utterly neglected and forgotten, after having 
done more for Italy than many persons to 
whose memory she has put up monuments. 
It is only fair to say that his poverty was, to 
some extent, voluntary; he had been offered a 
pension for having saved Garibaldi’s life at 
the risk of his own. This pension he refused, 
saying he worked for Italy, not for money. 
The old man’s name was Luigi Bassani.”
